THE MELON MEN 


TO MEET IN CONVENTION AT AL- 
BANY TODAY, 


a 


The Purpose of the Convention 
Methods by Which it Hopes to Attain 
It—Large Attendance Expected. 

Atraxy, Ga., January 15.—[Special.J—An 
important meeting will be held here tomor- 
row. Itis the convention of the melon grow- 
ers of south Georgia. 

Upon their deliberations and decisions de- 
pends the acreage to be planted this season in 
this luscious fruit. Last year’s business was, asa 
general thing, most disastrous to the growers. 
But few realized anything from their season's 
Most of them lost money. 

THE CAUSES OF DISCONTENT. 

The reasons given for this state of affairs 
were numerous. Many claimed that the rail- 
roads were mainly to blame in lack of trans- 
portation facilities and in excessive freight 
charges. There was no concert of action, either 
ainong the shippers or the roads. The Central! 
and Louisville and Nashville railroads were 
fighting over the freights from this point and 
west as far astorefuse to accept cars on one 
road which belonged .to another, Cars were 


work. 


| even refused to shippers. owing to the hard 


feelings engendered among the railroads. 
There was a lack of ventilated fruit cars which 
are absolutely necessvry for shipping this fruit, 
especially forlong distances. Soule consignees 
went so far last season as to refuse to receive 
fruit which arrived packed in cominon freight 
cars. One planter here claims to have lost 
&1,200 by the refusal of the Central railroad to 
furnish ventilated cars, and claims that they 
had them at the time. The eastern markets 
were virtually shut out from the growers.here, 
as the. roads from this point carried their 
to New York, Boston or 
other eastern cities to Savannah, shipping 
thence by steamer. ‘The result was that when 
a vessel arrived at one of these ports with a 
cargo of from twenty to sixty cars or over, the 
market was usually glutted. 

THE CGMMISSION MEN. 

Bitter complaints were made against the 
swindling among the commission men tov hom 
the melons wére consigned. These complaints 
were mainly made by those new in the busi- 
ness. Old growers had learned by bitter ex- 
perience the prominent sharpers among this 
shrewd class of dealers, and had selected men 
or firms in the various markets whom they 
knew to be reliable. At the conclusion of last 
year’s business, the growers most of them feel- 
ing disheartened and discourayed, and dislik- 
ing to give up an enterprise which, un 
der favorable auspices, promised. such 
good results in making a moneyed 
crop in the summer season, endeavored 
to hit upon some plan of doing away with the 
difficulties with which the busiucss was 
hedged. The result was the convention of the 
South Georgia Melon Growers, which was 
held at Thomasville in August, and which was 
reported in full in Tue ConsirituTion at the 
time. Important committees were appointed 
to confer with the railroads and endeavor to 
obtain the necessary concessions. 

THE WORK ACCOMPLISHED, 

This convention accomplished great good for 
the growers. The railroads apparently awak- 
ened toAhe fact that a large and paying busi- 
ness, Which filled their hithertoempty cars dur- 
ing the dull season, was about to slip through 
their hands. The committee appeared before 
the Sonthern Railway and Steamship associa- 
tion at its next meeting in Atlanta. 

The railroads have granted many con- 
eessions. ‘The rateto ull points south of the 
Ohio river have been reduced twenty per cent 
or from one cent per mile to eight-tenth cents. 
The state commission has also reduced the 
rates within the limits of the state one-third, 
The railroads have promised to build and fur- 
nish an amplo supply of ventilated fruit cars 
for the coming season’s business. At a meet- 
ing in New York, concerted action 
was arrived at among the roads 
and now through rates are opened 
by railto eastern cities, via Richmond and 
Danville and others. Should a few cars reach 
an overstocked market, itis but an easy mat- 
ter to reship to adjoining cities. With a ship 
load it was quitea different matter. The 
transfer, breakage and cartage from the ship’s 
hold to the cars debarred any attempt to reship 
by rail to other towns, as the expenses and loss

has been secured on the various roads. 

THE PRESENT CONVENTION. 

The present convention has been looked 
forward to by the melon growers of this sec- 
tion, as many matters affecting this 
year’s business were to be discussed 
and decided upon. 

Thd main reason for the meeting was to 
hear the reportin full of Mr. G. R. McRae, 
chairman of the rate committee appointed at 
the August convention. Some of the larger 
growers desire all freights tobe guarantecd. 
This they say will prevent the shipment of 
green, knotty and imperfect frnit. Many 
growers were careless last year in shipping. 
Mr. J. A. Sams, southern superintendent of 
freights for the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, writesthat his road is willing to have 
the freights guaranteed by the shippers, but 
the other roads do not appear to favor it, 
prefering to take all that comes jand take the 
risk of obtaining enough forall to secure their 
freights. 

WHAT THE GUARANTEE WOULD DO. 

Compelling the shippers to guarantee the 
freights will decrease the melon shipments at 
least one-third, as guarantees of calls and 
small knotty melons of diminutive size helped 
to swell the bulk of the shipments last season. 
They were not really worth the freight, and no 
grower would send such fruit were he com- 
pelled tu guarantee the freight charges upon 
them. 

No concessions in freights had been reported 
upto the opening of the convention 
points north of the Ohio river.

“We print in another column a letter from 
an Illinois farmer to General Longstreet. 
This letter, drawn out by what General 
Longstreet wrote to some Chattanooga re-

Nevertheless, the writer of this particular 
letter appe&rs to be blessed with a sugges- 
tion of common sense, though it is consid- 
erably blurred by a prejudice which is natural 
enough under all the circumstances, and en- 
tirely excusable.

Nobody is excited over it except some 
of the northern republican politicians, and 
very little would be thought of it at the 
south but forthe fact that General Harri- 
gon’s friends and advisers threaten to bring 
the pressure of the new administration to 
bear on the question. Pressure of this 
kind, as we have frequently pointed out, 
not only retards but irritates. It not only 
does no good—it does harm. This, how- 
ever, is strictly in accordance with the in- 
tentions of the republican politicians, whose 
Jove for the negro is measured by the 
amount of political capital they can make 
out of the racial situation here,

Socialism in the South. 

Are there any socialists among us ? 

The question must be answered in the af- 
firmative. A socialist is not necessarily an 
anarchist. An anarchist is destructive, but 
the typical socialist is constructive—he de- 
sires to accomplish the main end of anarchy, 
the reorganization of society, by peaceable 
methods, 

In a recent talk with a- newspaper man, 
Mr. John Jackson, a merchant of Dallas, 
‘Texas, proclaimed himself a socialist, and 
said that there were between 200 and 3500 
socialists and anarchists in-that city. Mr. 
Jackson sys that the destructive anarchists 
vould use force to abolish organized govern 
ment—the peaceable anarchists, or the so- 
Cialists, would trust in the ballot-box. The 
socialists are rapidly organizing into state 
and co-operative societies, The former aim 
at making the government a public agency 
for the control of railways, telegraph lines, 
etc, The co-operative socialists band them- 
scives into societies to checkmate monopo- 
lists and non-producers, They deal with 
the wage question, and are trying to bring 
the government under the coutrol of the 
working and producing classes. 

Since the war the ‘‘isms’’ of the north 
have been steadily marching southward, and 
there is Jittle doubt that socialjsm is one of 
them. Just how far this new factor will 
enter into our politics remains to be seen. 
One thing is certain—anarchy, or any form 
of socialism of a dangerous tendency, will 
be promptly suppressed by the conservative 
masses of our people. Lawful combinations 
for lawful objects are all right, but the 
Chicago red flag business will not be tolera-

TO BE ESTABLISHED IN DIFFERENT 
PARTS OF GEORGIA. 


A Colonization Company Which has Applicd fora 
Charter in Georgia, Unfolds an Elaborate 
Scheme for the Establishment of Colonies at 
Brnonswick and in Other Perts of Georgia—Thbe 
Aim isto Establish Colonies With Prohibitory 
Liquor Laws as an Important FAtture. 


Yesterday, in the superior court, a petition 
for a charter was filed by the American Colo- 
nization and Industrial bureau.’ 

The officers and incorporators of this are: 
Andrew J. Rogers, president; Mrs. Viola H. 
Gilbert, vice-president; S. Henry Gage, treas- 
urer; George Edwin Smith, secrciary. Ex- 
ecutive committee—Andrew J. Rogers, Mrs. 
Viola H. Gilbert, S. Henry Gage. Directors— 
Andrew J. Rogers, 245 Broadway, New York; 
Mrs. Viola H. Gilbert, 125 East Fiftieth street, 
New York; Peter Davidson, Lonudsville, 
White county, Georgia; 5S. Henry Gage, 279 
Park avenue, New York; George E. Smith, 6 
Broad street, New York. Hubert A. Lee, 
Peter Davidson and Thomas Bickerstoff also 
appear in the list. 

They ask for a charter of twenty years dura- 
tion, and all the usual privileges of an incor- 
porate body, 

Their aims and desires are set forth under 
fourteen different heads. 

The colonization of such lands as they may 
purchase with industrious and homeless peo- 
ple, 

The prohibition of the manufactare and sale 
of liquors in such colonies as they may estab- 
lish. 

Colonizing only such people as are able- 
bodied, but who are without homes. 

To assist the unemployed in securing homes 
on such a plan that the colonisis may ulti- 
mately reimburse the bureau. ~ 

To hoid lands, build cities and inangurate 
other improvements on a large scale. 

To encourage by sale of lands, on easy terms, 
the immigration of- desirable settlers to this 
country. 

To make contracts with emigyzants for the 
protection of the bureau and the security of 
the émigrants themselves. 

To make contracts for the building of rail- 
roads and other large improvements. 

To establish schools of agriculture, medicine, 
manufacturing, mining, art and such other 
branches as may be desirable. 

To engage ln printing and publishing - such 
decuments and periodicals as may aid the pur- 
poses of the bureau. 

To act as merchauts and to hold goods and 
valuables in bond. 

To engage in shipping and transporting emi- 
grants from abroad. 

To engage in storing, wharfing and loading 
at BrunsWick and other points on tlie coast as 
may be desired. 

To make contracts with railroads and steam- 
ship lines for transporting goods or emigrants. 

Mr. Andrew J. Rogers appears as attorney 
for the bureau. . The document sent out ex- 
plains their objects. e 

sureaus are formed under a charter granted 
to Andrew J. Rogers June 19, 1886, and an- 
other March 1, 1888, by the state of Georgia, 
authorizing a capital stock of $500,000 in shares 
of.one dollar each, with power to increase to 
$5,000,000, payable in cash or real or personal 
property. The charter provides that the board 
of directors shall consist of not less than five 
nor more than fifteen, and that therefrom an 
executive committee shall be chosen, which 
shall consist of not less than three nor more 
than five, who shall have the control of the 
business of the bureaus. 

The capital stock is fixed at #500,000 in 
‘shares of the par value of one dellar each, and 
is receivable in payment for lands and other 
property purchased of the bureaus, which are 
organized specially for the purpose of taking 
npnand carrying ont the henevolent denart- 
ment set forth in the pamphlets of the Bruns- 
wick Lands Improvement and Colonization 
company. 

The chief objects of the bureaus, asset forth 
in the application, are to heip all industrious, 
needy men, women and children to obtain and 
settle on snitable farms or other proper home- 
steads, and by theii own efforts, with proper 
assistance from the bureaus at the start, to 
arise from their poverty and become ‘wholly 
self-sustaining and thencé prosperous constit 
uents of the commonweal, wholly freed from 
and cured of all despairing tendencies, and

finally reimbursing the bureaus with profit for’ 
all such benevolent assistance.’”’ 

It is part of the common principles to pro- 
hibit the liquor traffic in any and all the settle- 
ments of the bureaus, ‘‘so as to securely bar 
out the chief cause of drunkenness and conse- 
quent debasement and impoverishment of

‘mankind, and to establish such prohibition 


colonies in every state and territory of the 
union.” 

‘Agricultural lands are essential to%oloniza- 
tion; so, also, are mineral and other lands. All 
such will be acquired. as. needed, and as the 
state of the treasury will warrant 
reaus will pay cash or stock 
chased. They wili incur no debts. 
holders shall be assured of the net profits. T! 
par value of the shares being only one dollar, 
every well-to-do citizen can take one or more. 
Every dollarthus invested goes to ensure a 
home—and that to some homeless, needy, in- 
dustrious family or single person.” 

The lands will be sub-divided into suitable 
farm, dairy, vineyard, garden or town iots. 
Every aiternate group of farms or other lots 
will be set apart and assigned singly or in 
groups, at a fair valuation, tosome one or more 
of the:needy; industrious,-families‘ or single 
persons, competent to take charge of, and 
with or without assistance, properly develop 
and cultivaie the saine, and eventually pay for 
and own the homestead. 

Every alternate farm or other lot, or alter- 
nate groups of farms or other lots, will be re- 
served with a view tosubsequenty selling the 
same at such enhanced valuation as the sur- 
rounding or direct improvements would cause. 

‘The base of operations will be at and about 
Brunswick, Ga,, extending therefrom to other 
desirable sections throughout the state of 
Georgia, and corresponding states; carefully 
selecting those districts in the interior, and 
along ihose railways and water-ways offer- 
ing the most fdesirable settlements 
and. guaranteeing the most substantial co- 
operative aid in carrying cut the humane ob- 
jects of the bureaus.§ 

The value of an industrious settler to the 
state is variously estimated from S800 to 
$2,000 per capita. We have now inthe United 
States over 10,000,000 able-bodied, homeless, 
needy poor, of all aes. 

The scheme contemplates the “prompt de- 
velopment of the dormant worth ef the able- 
bodied, homeless, unemployed needy ‘poor, to 
the extent of showing, ‘A man more precious 
than fine gold: even a manthban the golden 
wedge of Ophir.’

THE SAMOAN TROUBLE. 


President Cleveland Sends a Message on the 
Subject. 

WaAsnHiInecton, January 15.—The president 
today trarismitted to both houses of congress 
areport fromthe secretary of state with later 
correspondenca (since December 21, 1855) 
exhibiting the progress of distubances in 
Samoa up to the present date. In his message 
of transmittal, the president says: 

The information thus laid before congress is of 
much importance, since it hes relation to the 
preservation of American interests and the protec- 
tion of American citizens and their property in 4& 
distant loca‘ity,and under an unsuitable and 
unsatisfactory government. In the midst of the 
disturbances which have artsen at Samoa,suca pow- 
ers have been exercised as seem to be within execu- 
tive control underthe consiitution and laws, and 
which appear to accord with our national policy 
and éonditien, to restore tranquilty 
and secure the safety of our citizens through 
negotiation and agreement with Great Britain and 
Germany, which, with our own government, .con- 
siitute the tr.aty powersintcrested in Samoan peace 
and quiet, 

An attempt has been made to define more clearty 
the part which those powers shall assume in the 
roverument of that country, while at the same time 
its autonomy bas been insisted upon. These nego- 
tiations were’ at one time interrupted by such 
action on the partof the German government as 
appearedto be inconsistent with their further con- 
tinuance. Germany, however, still asserts, as fromn 
the first she has done, that she has no desire or 
intention to overturn the native Samoan govern- 
ment, or toignore our treaty rights, and she stilt 
invites our government tojoin her in restoring peace 
and quict. But thus far her propositions on 
this subject seem to lead to such @ preponderance of 
German power in Samoa as was ever contemplated 
by us and fs consistent with every prior agreement 
or under-tanding, while Mer recent conduct as 
between the native warring factions gives tise to 
the suspicion that she is not content with a neutra 
position. 

Acting under the restraints which our constitu- 
tion and laws have placed upon the executive 

hy 


power, I have insisted that the autonomy and inde- 
pendence of Samoa should be serupulously preserved 
according to the treaty made with Samoa by the 
powers named and other agreements dnd under. 
Standing with each cther. 

Ihave protested against every act apparently 
tending in an opposite direction and during tie ox- 
istence of the intermal disturbance one or more yes- 
selsof war have been kepitin Samoan waters to 
proteet American citizens and property. 

These things will abundantly appear from corres- 
pondence and papers which have been submitted to 
congress. The recent Gollision between forces trom 
a German man-of-war stationed in Famoan waters, 
and a body of natives, rerdered the situation so de!- 


icate and critical that the war ship Trenton, under 


* 


the immediate command of Admiral Kimberly, 


was ordered to join the Ninsic, already at Samoa, * 


for the beiter protection ofthe persons and property 
of our citizens and in furtherance of the efforts to 
restore order and safety. 

The attention of congress is especially called to 
the instructions given to Admiral Kimberly, dated 
on the 11th instant, and the letter of the secretary of 
state to the German minister, dated the 12th instant, 
which will be found among the papers herewi:h 
submitted. 

By means of papersand documents heretofore sub- 
mitted, and those accompanying this communica- 
tion, the precise situation of affairs in Samoa is laid 
before congress, and such execntive action as bas 
been taken is fully exhilited. The views of the ex- 
ecutive in respect t} the just policy to be pursued 
with regardto this group ot i-lands, wiich lie in 
the direct highway of the growing and important 
commerce between Australia and the United States, 
have found such right isan inherent and vital pre- 
rogaiive, and could not be surrendered except in 
CXprees terms.

He went over to Choctaw county, 
which had been vilely slandered by the repub- 
lican press, and made a fair report of the true 
state of affairs to his paper. In the celebrated 
Sumter county excitement he followed up 
Hester, the United States detective and spy, 
and exposed his vile plots and plans for over- 
awing the people. 

“Trecalla piece of newspaper work that 
White did in this state that will serve to show 
how well he worked in harness as a journalist. 
While in the town Of Livingston, Sumter 
county, @ gfeat many secret telegrams 
were sent from Montgomery, then headquar- 
ters of the radical officials, to Hester, giving 
him directions and instructions as to how he 
should use the troops stationed here for the 
purposo of intimidating the people. 
Mr. White could read telegraph, 
is to say, he could catch a- message by the 
sound of the instrument. Heheard the tele- 
gram of instruction to Hester about 12 o’clock 
inthe day, and retained itin his mind. He 
took a vehicle and made his way across the 
country six miles to Coatopa, a station on the 
Alabama Central railroad, caught the first 
train, and reached Montgomery that nicht. 
The next morning the Advertiser threw con- 
sternation into the camp of the republicans by 
publishing in full the secret telegrams in- 
structing their minions how to bulldoze and 
overawe t’.e people of Snmter. -White had 
reproduced the secret telegrams with pencil 
and paper.” 
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LHE ROADS OF TEXAS. 


A Scheme to Give the Counties Local 
Optien. 

Danas, Tex., January 15.—[Special.] —A 
committee has been appointed by the mer- 
chants’ exchange of this city to go to Austin 
in the interest of the Jarvis road bill. This 
bill is designed to permit of the construction 
of turnpikes throughout the state by the 
means of bonds. ‘The bill provides that bonds 
may be issued to the amount of three per cent 
of the taxable valuesof any county, which 
may so desire, andthe amount used for the 
construction of permanent roads. Jt has esti- 
mated that the present tax, which is fifteen 
cents on the $100 valuation, is suiticient to pay 
six per cent interest on the bonds and provide 
a suitable sinking fund. The road question of 
Texas is, by far, the most important-measure 
before the legislature. In that part of 
Texas known as the black land 
district, it is impossible to traverse 
country roads in the rainy season. 
The condition absolutely obstruets trade com- 
munication between town and coyntry, and is 

he cause of the poverty and squalor existing 
among the agricultural population, where, by 
reason of extremely fertile lands and generally 
favorable natural conditions, the farmers 
should be prosperous. The black land district 
of Texas constitutes about 15 per cent of the 
state’s area, and contains two-thirds of tho 
population and taxable wealth. The farmers 
of the state are opposed to bonding the coun- 
ties for road purposes, but it is believed that 
the Jarvis bill, which makes the bond svstem 
a matter of local option, may be pushed 
through.

THE DEFUNCT CAPITOL BECOMES A 
BONE UF CONTENTION. 


Sheriff Thomas Closes the Office of the Evening 
Capitol Yesterday, Upon an Injunction Granted 
to J. R, Wilkinson—Mr. Gress Will Probably 
Sue the Sheriff and Mr. Wilkinson tor Dam- 
ages, and Other Suits Will be Filed, 


The Evening Capitol dead is making more 
of a commotion than it did when alive. 

All sorts of suits and counter suits haye 
grown out of its obsequies. 

And there are more to follow. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mr. James A. 
Gray, accompanied by Sheriff Thomas, paid a 
visit to the Capitol headquarters. Mr. C. 8. 
Atwood was in charge,representing Mr. Gress, 
the purchaser, and Mrs. Atwood was sitting in 
the rear room of the business office. . 

The sheriff demanded the keys and pro- 
ceeded to levy on the property, on a mortgage 
held by Mr. John R. Wilkinson. 

Mr. Atwood refused to surrender them. 

The demand was made imperative, and Mr. 
Gray suggested to Mr: Atwood that he had 
been running the game long enough, and now 
the other side would take a hand. 

Mr. Atwood still refused and told the sheriff 
that neither he nor Mrs. Atwood would leave 
the building, and asked what they were going 
to do about it, 

The sheriff and Mr. Gray still persisted. and 
Mr. Atwood stepped to the ‘telephone and 
called Mr. Thomas L. Bishop, the assignee, 
who came, and on his advice and the orders of 
the sheriff, Mr. Atwood surrendered the keys, 
and the sheriif locked the door and left. 

AN INJUNCTION, 

Meanwhile, Mr. Walter R. Brown, repre- 
senting Mr. George V. Gress, the purchaser, 
and his company, had filed a bill of injunction 
restraining the sheriff from making the levy, 
and notice of this was served onthe sheriff 
before the doors were closed. ‘This injunction 
is asked on the ground that Mr. Wilkinson 
and his attorney saw the property advertised 
and sold without giving notice or protest to the 
assignee, Mr. Thomas L. Bishop. 

This left the matter in rather a complicated 
condition, and it was intimated yesterday 
evening that Mr. Gress would bring a suit for 
damages against the sheriff and against Mr. 
Wilkinson for the stoppage in his business. 

THERE ARE MORE TO FOLLOW. 

There are more to follow. 

Today there will be two creditor's suits for 
the recovery of money due them by the Even- 
ing Capitol Publishing company. These will be 
brought by Colonel J. S. Candler, representing 
several creditors. 

Then there will be a damage suit. 

Just exactly what this suit will be based 
upon 1s not known, but Mr.*JAtwood will be 
the comp!ainant. 

It is rumored that there will be several suits 
brought on unpaid stock by creditors. 

How many more suits and counter-suits will 
grow out of this there is no means of guessing, 
but the woods are full of them.

Last Tuesday they concluded to run away 
from home and came down in charge of an en- 
gineer named Will O’Neill. Hecarried them, 
they charze, to — and they were there 
until yesterday evening 

About seven o'clock a young farmer came to 
Captain Couch and reported the younger girl’s 
wretched condition. 

The house was raided and the girl found as 
described. She told the story as stated above 
and the other girl was taken away with her. 

Both have homes at Cornelia junction and 
will be sent back there today or tomorrow.
